W allace got some unexpected help 
from Secretary of Interior Harold 
Ickes, 
who was reported 
reliably 
to have sent the President a tele­ 
gram declaring M r.' Roosevelt had 
made a “m istake” in nam ing T ru­ 
m an as a second choice. 
Ickes, who is credited with hav 
ing once urged W allace to get out 
of th e race, now was said to be 
backing the Iowan strongly because 
of his "liberal” views. 
Tile vice president, who confirm ­ 
ed th a t such a* telegram had beer 
sent h as reiterated his intention tc 
he was hitching her war chariot \ rem ain in the race until the last 
to Hitler’s blazing star.

M itsu- 
masa Yonui, a form er premier, had 
been ordered "to form the succeed­ 
ing cabinet”. A broadcast dispatch 
to Japanese areas added that im - 
IKjrtant news -probably the form a­ 
tion of the new governm ent—was 
expected ‘ late tonight”.

Gen. Montgomery, fresh from directing the cap­ 
ture of Caen, Is latest among top military officials 
to hold out hope for Allied victory in Europe this 
year. Germ any’s defeat, he guesses, Is “quite likely". 
It would be better all around if Gen Montgomery, 
Gen. Elsenhower and other high m ilitary officials 
would quit guessing about the end of the war. 
Their 
wishful thinking Is taken too seriously.

word for It Is too much. 


Subsequent official measures to deflate civilian 
hopes, such as the triple-barreled accusation by Gen.

gomery's. 
Civilians can’t reconcile the disparity be­ 
tween official spokesmen who say the end is In sight 
and those who say it isn’t.
